of November.

November Crop Eeports. 


' WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The following 
crop report was issued to day: Cotton re- 
tu'rns'for November attest rapid progress 
in picking, unusual cleanness of fibre and 
shortness of late crop on light uplands and 
districts most affected by the drought. 
Light frosts, sufficient to arrest growth, 
have occurred in Northern districts, and 
to 
the 
center 
of the 
cotton belt. 


In Arkansas and Tennessee a large 
yield is assured, aud in Texas the yield is 
'higter than in the census year, when the 
product was thirty-seven hnndredths of a 
hale per acre, and the October condition 
sixty-five. On the Atlantic coast the effect 
of excessive early rains and the long con- 
tinued drought of the later season is ap- 
parent in rerluced production. 


The following percentages of several 


States indicating probable product, are 
based on a full crop, unimpaired by inju- 
ries or losses from any cause, and the (;on- 
cral average is two or "three points lower 
than the result of the October returns. 
The yield of corn, according to revised re- 
turns of yield, is twenty-two bushels per 
acre, making the product, upon the pres- 
ent adjustment of average, of l,CfW.OOO,<)00 
bushels. This accords well with recent 
returns pf the condition, and will not be 
'materially changed in the final review of 
the work of the year. 
The President's Beceptlon—A Maimed 
Visitor.

1897, but the premium on them is so exces- 
sive that National banks can not afford to 
buy them to secure their circulation. It is 
considered almost a necessity that Con- 
gress shall take some action at its ensuing 
session on this subject if the National 
hanking system is to be preserved.

A Dead Loch in the Knit Ooods Arbitra- 


tion. 


'ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 11.—The Rational 
executive committee of the Knit Goods 
Association mot yesterday afternoon at 
the Delavan House lor the purpose of con- 
ferring withMessrs.Bailey and Maguire of 
the National ommlttee of Knights of 
Labor in regard to the settlement of the 
present trouble at Cohoes and Amsterdam. 
A quarter of an hour after they had con- 
vened Messrs. Bailey and Maguire were 
ushered into the presence of the com- 
mittee and made a verbal proposition to 
thorn. The committee requested them to 
reduce it to writing and present it at 1:30 
p. m. 
At the hour appointed Messrs. Bailey 


and Maguire presented the following as 
the only basis upon which the Knights of 
Labor were willing to settle the difficulty, 
viz: 


That all former employes be reinstated 


in their former places, and the people who 
have the places of former employes be sus- 
pended until they have made a settlement 
with their organization for violation of 
their laws and rules. 


After consideration this was rejected, 


and the committee in turn made a propo- 
sition to the Knights as follows: 


"The knit good manufacturers will open 


their mills only on this basis: On the 
right to employ or to not employ; dis- 
charge or not to discharge whom we think 
best of our employes, and that we continue 
in our employ as we deem proper those 
who remained" in our employ at the time of 
the strike aitti those whom we have since 
then employed." 


This was rejected by Messrs. Bailey and 


Maguire, who then withdrew from the 
conference with the statement that nego- 
tiations were at an end. The National 
committee, after full consideration, adopt- 
ed the following: 


"The mills of the association will be open 


to all person^, ^whether they have been 
previously'in our employ or not, on the 
basis of an agreement by those whom they 
employed that they will acknowledge and 
respect the right of their employer to hire 
and discharge' i'-i In 
1 ill .-.i;- li.Mt; that they 


will not interfere with other employes, in- 
cluding those who have been at work dur- 
ing the recent strike or lockout." 


After the adoption of the above the com- 


mittee adjourned. 


AN IMPORTANT 
OMISSION. 


The People of a Whole State Practically 
Disfl-aneUied by the Carleas- 
ness of Election Judges. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Nov. 11.—The "mis- 


spelling of the name of a selectman in the 
election warrant in Ward 5 has disclosed 
the fact that the election warrant was il- 
legal in that the forms of law were not 
followed in the posting of it. This is suffi- 
cient to invalidate the election, If estab- 
lished, it would result in the election of 
Mr. Sawyer (Rep.) to the Governorship by 
the people, in the re-election of Congress- 
man Haynes in place of his Democratic op- 
ponent, Mr. Kinney, and in the reversal of 
the election of the Democratic mayor of the 
city. It would also invalidate the election 
of several Democratic Representatives to 
the State Legislature, and would probably 
change the result in the election of the 
State Senator, councilor and county offi- 
cers. 


That the verdict of illegality could be 


sustained in regard to all these officers is 
doubtful, for the matter would have to 
be tried before seven different tribunals, 
one for each officer or set of officers; but 
it is believed that a successful contest 
could be made in cases of most of them. 
The greatest doubt is in the most import- 
ant case, that of the congressmen who 
would have to be tried before the Demo 
tratic Congress. 


Important Railroad Connection and 


Consolidation. 


NEW YOHK, Nov. 11.—The'.Wall Street 


Daily Ledf/cr contains the following: 
"We 


are informed that for over a month engi- 
neers have been in the field surveying for 
the road connecting the' New York and 
New Knglaud railway—by bridge at Storm 
King ou the Hudson river—with the Erie 
and Lehigh & Hudson river roads. Grin- 
nell Burt, president of the Lehigh & Hud- 
son River Railway Company, has prac- 
tically consolidated his rood with the Le- 
high Coal & Navigation Company. He is'to 
take the presidency of the Storm King 
Bridge Company, aud says the route will 
be made the great central highway be- 
tween the East, the coal fields and the 
Southwest. 


The Lehigh & Hudson River and New 


York, Ontario & Western Railway com- 
panies yesterday signed a joint agreement 
with General Manager Swan of the Storm 
King Bridge Company, by which they are 
to aid the construction of the proposed 
new route across the Hudson River to con-., 
nect with the New York & North Eastern' 
railway. Tney also agree to make traffic, 
arrangements for all their Eastern freight, 
which they specify exceeds 2,000,000 ions 
per year. 
The foregoing arrangements, 


the Storm King interest claim, leave the 
Poughkeepsie bridge without any connec- 
tion on the west side of the Hudson river. 


Shot Himself at the Grave of His Wife. 


HAKTPORD. Conn., Nov. 11.—About half- 


past nine o'clock this morning the police 
found Jesse H. Lord, formerly one of the 
editors of the Post, more recently on the 
Boston Journal of Commerce and latterly 
with the NctenHflc American lying on the, 
grave of his wife in the old North Ceme- 
tery. He had shot himself through the 
head with a 82-caliber revolver. He was 
conveyed to the hospital where his wound 
was pronounced fatal. 


Mr. Lord came here Monday from New 


Hampshire, where he had been staying 
with his brother-in-law, Chas. Buffum, and 
was seen somewhat under the influence of 
liquor Monday. The supposition is that 
after shooting himself he lay all night in 
the cemetery where he was found in the 
morning. At 2 p. m. Mr. Lord was still 
alive, but his death was momentarily ex- 
pected. 


A Cotton Ship on Fire. 


Ricn\io\u, Va., Nov. 11.—The American 


ship Alice M. Minos, Captain Dickinson, of 
Bath, Me., loading with cotton at West 
Point, was discovered Tuesday night to be 
on tire, caused by a kerosene lamp falling 
to the dock and exploding. The flames 
quickly spread, and though every effort 
was made could not be extinguished. Tho 
vessel was finally towed into the stream 
and sunk to save as much of her and her 
cargo as possible. The damage is riot 
known, but is supposed to be fully covered 
bv insurance.

PARIS, Oct.-I.—-There is as much differ-* 


once in the tobacco cf the different countries 
a^ tliero is in their manners. France and 
Italy nmki! their own tobacco and tlie amokeif 
finds HI, |ioor cigari in there countries as any-i 
w hero eke in the world. The French govern, 
nient gets u i eveiuie of $4o,000,000 a year out 
ot its niaiuifactuieaml sale of tobacco, and 
it Iui3 hero at Paris a big factory where are 
made the most of tlie cigui's used in Puris, 
Hero uro employed-,200 hands,, and of those 
1,'JUO are temales. The be.st cigars in France 
are thoie which are imported. The average 
Frenchman smokes a poor cigar and the most 
of those sold range from one to three cents 
each The French are great smokers of cigar- 
ettes, and packages of good cigarettes may 
be gotten for from sixteen to thirty cents a 
package. You never *>eo a Frenchman on the 
street wit!, n pipe in his month, and cigars 
are used luire in preicivnce to pipes. 
' 


This is different in England, Scotland and 


Ireland, wbue all binoko pipes, and where 
tl.o cigar is the exception. The Englishman 
of the better class m not nshunled to smoke 
a pipe upon tlie streot, tind in the smoking 
cais, in the hotels, and, in fact, everywhere, 
you may see well drobsed men with short 
black pipes In their mouths puffing vigor- 
ously. The pipe used m England is the 
short stemmed briar wood pipe. There are 
few pipes with bent stems, und nearly every 
smoker uses u tobacco pouch. The tobacco 
Used m IJlnghmd is nil long cut, and eveh 
thnt iinpaftutl troni America is of tins ehrir- 
ac-tui 
A tobacconist seldom sliows you a 


case of tobacco of one grade. He hands out 
two or three different grades, and mixes 
them together in the selling. Many of the 
tobacco stores of Ireland putup their tobacco 


, for cubtomeis in little round packages, like a 


cigarette package. They do this by means 
of a funnel, into which they pound the 
tobacco, and then slide it out into a round 
paper wrapper, the ends of which they tuck 
in, and thus save the expense of string. Less 
sti ing seems to bo used in tying up small 
packfigas abroad than with ns, and a piece of 
wax or mucilage often takes the place of 
twine, Tlioro is economy in smoking also, 
and a half used pipe, is tucked carefully away 
and lighted again. There aro many Amer- 
ican cigaiotles sold over Europe, and I saw 
the lewd photographs of the factory at Rich- 
mond jn the shop windows of both London 
and Paris. 


Tlicio In Jittlo tshavriagft tobacco in Europe, 


mill I have yet to see the (lrnt mnn spitting" 
tobacco juice. Many of the largest tobacco 
stores keep no chewing tobacco at all, and a 
party of American friends of mine bunted all 
over Antwerp in search for some. They 
linally got a piece of old plug twist, which 
was so dry that it seemed to have been in tho 
store for years 
The tobacconist who sold it 


said lio had never had a call for it before. 


Tlio foreign smokera do not spit as we do, 


mid thorn is almost an entire absence of spit- 
toons in the public buildings. The hotels of 
England ull liavo smoking rooms, and these 
aie generally connected with the office of the 
hotel. A waitor in a swallow tail coat pre- 
sides over the smoking room, and it is his 
duty toatlond to the vvanfa of the loafers 
tlioro 
Iu the larger hotels there are electric 


bellb to cull waiters, and it is in tho smoking 
room of nidi hotel* and not nt tho bar that the 
drinking k> done, A great part of the drink- 
ing ot Knglimd is done m these smoking 
rooms. A tap upon a bell calls a waiter, and 
the man thus ciders his drink. If it be beer 
or porter it is brought in a pint cup of plated 
bllver; if It bu nine it is brought in the bot- 
tle, and whisky comes either in the bottle or 
the glass, as you want it, 


Tim English do not drink whisky as we do. 


They sit u long time beforn their glass and sip 
it. First a sip, thon a smoke, then another 
sip and another smoke, until the glass is 
empty. They do not drink whisky straight 
or pure, but mix it with water, and a water 
carafe 
alnnys accompanies a glass oi 


whisky. 
\Vliislcyisselilomgiven out in bot- 


tles. Tho most common drink among hare 
drinkers in Ureat Britain seems to be gin. 
Bcotch and Irish whisky is often drunk, and 
the price ot whisky is perhaps a little cheaper 
than in America. The English are, however 
rigid ns to measurement of glasses, and the 
man who had the dealing out of the liquors 
at tho Edinburgh exhibition almost lost bin 
privilege becauso his whisky measure was nol 
as large as the regulation one. 
Whisky is 


bold in glasses and'half glasses. The hal 
gloss costs six cents, a whole glass aboul 
twelve. A great deal of money ia made in 
selling liquor abroad, and the millionaires o: 
JJnblin have founded their fortunes upon 
liquor. The Guinness family, who make the 
"stout" or "porter," aro immensely wealthy 
and ono of them was made a baron some tune 
ago. There are also millionaires in Glasgow 
who hnvo become so by monopolies of thi 
saloon business, and it is a queer thing in 
Dublin that tho two greatest cathedrals there 
have been rebuilt out of the profits of whisky 
und porter. 


Tho English drink great quantities of ale 


stout and beer, und it is the universal custon 
abroad to drink at meals. The average man 
thinks nothing of a pint bottle of beer or wine 
and I bave seen many drink as much as i 
quart during a single meal. 
Coffee and tea 


are used at breakfast, and there ia a grea! 
deal of tea drunk in England. At a table 
d'hoto dinner on the continent there is no tea 
drunk, and the water used is always mixe< 
with wine. Men, women and children drink 
at the table. 


The foreigner never thinks of taking a lunch 


for a picnic or a railroad ride without inelud 
ing a bottle of liquor to wash it down. I saw 
a little baby of 'J years riding with her mothe 
on a Holland railroad train. 
The mothe 


bad a wine bottle, and she offered this fre- 
quently to the little one, who put her lipsj 
Its mouth und drank thus out of the bottle 
During t h» ride ol a couple of hours this baby 
drank, I should judge, fully a pint of wine 
and when her mother at last corked the botU 
shu cried for more. 


The French are great wine drinkers, am 


the poorest man has bis bottle of wine wit 
his dinner. Many of tho prices for dinners 
In Fans include wine, and it is not an uncom 
mon sight to see a family of Parisians drink 
ing wine together on n boulevard. The French 
drink a great deal of absinthe, and they ar 
also fond of bluck coffee, which they drink 
out of goblets. They often mix with this 
coffee about a thimbleful of cognac brandy 
and a very poor article of brandy is sold ii 
Paris. For six or ten cents you qan get a 
very nice glass of coffee with a thimbleful o 
brandy, and it is customary in Paris to driu 
this after a lag meal while sitting and gossip, 
ing on the boulevards. Brandy and soda i 
drunk largely in England, and soda one 
whisky are sometimes mixed. There ore fe' 
mixed drinks abroad, and treating is not sc 
common as with us. 
You often see men 


drinking alone, and when men wish, to drin 
in company with others they go rather to th 
smoking room ot u hotel than to a bar, Th

French drink very littie champagne,, and I 
iave,seei>,it staged somewhere that there to 
more champagne drunk in America than in 


11 France. Claret is the most common wine • 
n France, and many of the richest French- 
men drink cheap wine. 


The beers of England are much heavier 
han those of our country. They are also 
inch heavier than those of Germany, and it • 
. a well-known fact there is more drnnken- 
ess in England, Scotland and Ireland than 
n Germany, France or Italy. All »f the 
ower classes ot Glasgow seem to get drunk 
f a Saturday nigb.t, and throughout Ireland, 
Scotland and England I saw many drunken 
leople ot both sexes. Isawnonie. drinkers 
who appeared to be stupid in Paris and it 
may have been that they were half drank ^ 
with absinthe, but there was no maudlin cry 
upon the street, and thare were not tUo reel- 
ng, howling drunkards you will find to New 
York and London. 
Italy ia also a wine 


Irinking country and it stands on about the 
same level as France as regards to dmn'ien- 
ness. In Egypt up -to late years very little 
Irinking was dons and thu dr.unker.nes8 
of Egypt has been introduced by the Eu- 
ropean. The tenets of Mohammedanism are 
•cry strict against drunkenness, but the 
young Egyptians of the better class wisli to 
initate Europeans, and m Cairo and Alex- 
andria you will find the same character ot 
cafe" ohantants or drinkinc places connected 


1th conce'rts which you find in Paris and 


Vienna. 


Speaking of Vienna, the Auotrians are on a 


par with the other German nations as beer 
drinkers. Tbe Vienna beer is'excellent. 
It, 


is light, foamy and pleasant in taste and you 
will"find it on draught m all the great cities 
in Europe. Tbe Bavarian beer is also very 
fine, and there is a brewery in Munich, ur:rtar 
the patronage^of the crown. 
This brewury 


lias been managed for several hundred years 
by the government and it is one of the queer- 
est drinking places in Europe. There is not 
much style, and you drink your beer in a 
kind of cellar which is entered by a paved 
courtyard in which are also tables and seats. 
Every one waits upon himself in tba cellar 
of this Munich brewery. The beer mugs 
stand on a roy of shelves and any one who 
wishes a mug of beer must pick up one of 
these mugs wash aiid clean it himself and 
carry it to tho counter. Behind this several 
men ore drawing beer from barrels. The 
drinker lays down about ttvo cents and the 
mug is filled for him. It holds about three 
pints and he carries it oft to hunt a table 
where he can sit down and enjoy it. All 
classes are on a par in this brewery, and 
ladies and their servants, nobles a^id peasants 
pay the same for their beer in i/hte "Hofbrau- 
haus. In the spring of the year the bock 
beer is sold and this is a jjraat time for drink- 
ing in Munich. Every one goes to the "Hof- 
brajihaus" and drinks mug after mug of the 
Bavarian bock and this drinking keeps up 
till the beer is exhausted. It fa wonderful how 
much the people drink and that with it all you 
see no drunkenness to speak of. Children are 
given beer to drink anij, I have wpndered at 
times as to whether the amount o( beer drunk 
by them or their parente has not something 
to do with the large number of bow-legged 
ihildren in Germany. 
Certain it is that 


more bow-logged young ones are found in 
Germany and the Scotch cities than any- 
where else in Europe. 


In this matter of drinking and smoking 


one get» closer to the great men of the post 
than in any other way. I have 'had somo 
queer experiences in huntinR out such haunts. 
In a late letter I told you of the noted 
port wine of "The Cook" in London, which 
Tennyson celebrated. I have visited Auer- 


'h's keller iu Leipsic where some of the 


scenes in Goethe's "Faust" are laid, and I have 
looked with interest upon the beer mug of 
Martin Luther in the Johanneum museum in 
Dresden. It held about a quart, and it was 
on a mug of Luther's that the following Gw 
man words wore inscribed : 


AVer llebi nlcbt weln, weUi.und gesang 
Der bleibt eta narr sein leben laug— 


which translated meaSs: 


Who loved not woman, wioe anil scng 
Remains a fool his whole life long 


I saw another drinking vessel of Luthei 's at 


the Wartburg castle, which was used while he 
wan working here upon the translation of the 
Bible, a,nd which I believe.is the identical one 
which he is said to have thrown at the head 
of the devil when he tormented him. At 
Saltzburg, in southern Bavaria, where Mo- 
zart was born and where Haydn wrote some 
of his finest music, I visited the noted wine 
cellar known as the "Stifts Keller," and found 
a crowd of one hundred well dressed men and 
women chatting now as a similar crowd did 
years ago, when Mozart and Haydn drank 
among them of equally good wines and per- 
haps at an equally cheap price of Qve cents a 
pint, fa Scotland this summer I took a mug 
of ale at Tarn O'Shanter's inn in the village 
of Ayr, where Robert Burns drank years ago 
and where Tarn and Souter Johnny began 
their drinking "bout which started Tom upon 
his adventures past Alloway, kirk. The old 
room is the same now as it was then, and the 
game old tables and rude furniture remain. 
The ceiling is low and everything is smoked, 
but the old drinking place honors the man 
who made it famous. 
Pictures of Burns 


bang upon i^s .walls iir-d there is a statue of 
Burns within it. It has an old fireplace. A 
long table rum through its center, and old 
chairs and benchw.are scattered about it. It 
in not hard to repeople it with the .jovial 
crowd of the poet's, and I ,could almost s*>e 
the rosy cbeska of Robert Burns as he roared 
out one of those songs which have since male 
that part of Scotland so famous. 


The American bar baa become a great fea- 


ture of Europe. It is usually a fraud and is 
an excuse for charging high prices for poor 
liquors. You of ten see tho sign in England: 
"American bar. All drinks one shilling." 
And the rule i$ that you pay twenty-five 
cents for the article which at the English bar 
across the way you get for eight or ten centa 
At the American bars mixed drinks are sold, 
but seldom beer. They are patronized by 
American travelers who bave more mon«y 
than sense, aud on their bills of fare they 
have all sorts of ridiculous titles for drinks 
such as "Beauty's breath," etc. Many of the 
bartenders in England are women, and this 
is also the custom in Germany. I have seen 
women drawing beer in Scotland who had as 
good faces as to beauty and refinement as you 
will find in a Sabbath day's journey, and It 
seems to be the rule in both Great Britain 
and in Germany to pick out pretty girls for 
barmaids.
